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Over  the  Desktop 


A  Bit  of  Magazine  History 


“Your  editor  has  a  notion . ”  This  is 

how  Mary  Margaret  Kern  Garrard, 
Alpha  Chi/Purdue,  who  was  editor  of 
The  Kappa  Alpha  Theta  Magazine  from 
1958  to  1973,  habitually  opened  her 
Over  the  Desktop  columns.  I  discov¬ 
ered  this  while  doing  some  research  in 
our  back  issues,  and  it  struck  me  as 
rather  a  nice  opening,  lending  itself  as 
it  does  to  all  sorts  of  possibilities. 

So — trusting  that  imitation  is,  indeed, 
the  sincerest  form  of  flattery — I  will 
borrow  it  for  this  issue. 

Your  editor  has  a  notion  that  some  of 
you  will  be  interested  to  learn  that  the 
Over  the  Desktop  feature  is  almost  half 
a  century  old.  It  first  appeared  in  the 
Autumn  1954  issue,  when  Mary  Ellen 
Myers  Parr,  Beta/Indiana,  became  edi¬ 
tor.  Parr’s  photo  appeared  at  the  top  of 
the  page,  by  the  request  of  higher 
authorities  and  despite  her  own  protes¬ 
tation  that  “...  printing  a  picture  of  one¬ 
self  is  in  rather  poor  taste.” 

Since  Parr’s  time,  six  successive  edi¬ 
tors  have  found  this  space  an  indispens¬ 
able  niche  for  interesting  items  that 
don’t  really  fit  anywhere  else,  for  occa¬ 
sionally  dispensing  personal  opinion, 
and  for  explaining  some  of  the  thoughts 
and  themes  behind  each  issue.  At  an 
interfratemity  conference  several  years 
ago,  the  editor  from  another  Greek 
group  expressed  amazement  that  I  am 
allowed  an  entire  two-  to  three-column 
span  in  every  issue  simply  to  express 
myself  She’s  right:  it  is  a  remarkable 
privilege,  and  I  want  each  of  you  to 
know  that  I  am  honored  and  grateful. 

Since  1  became  editor,  32  issues  ago, 
this  is  only  the  second  issue  that  has 
not  included  a  profile  of  an  accom¬ 
plished  Theta.  Helping  to  create  the 
profile  articles  is  one  of  my  favorite 
jobs  as  editor,  and  many  of  you  have  let 
me  know  that  the  profiles  are  also  one 
of  your  favorite  features  of  The 
Magazine.  For  that  reason — and 
because  there  are  so  many  distin¬ 
guished  Thetas  in  the  world  that  it 
seems  a  shame  to  have  to  pass  up  an 
opportunity  to  recognize  one — I  apolo¬ 
gize  for  the  absence  of  a  profile  in  this 
issue.  After  allocating  enough  pages  to 
properly  introduce  Theta’s  new  educa¬ 
tional  leadership  consultants  and  to 
adequately  cover  Grand  Convention 


2002,  we  simply  ran  out  of  room. 
Having  too  much  “good  stuff’  to  pub¬ 
lish  is  an  enviable  position,  however, 
and  I’ll  bet  there  are  a  lot  of  editors  out 
there  who  would  be  thrilled  to  be  in  a 
similar  situation. 

Speaking  of  Grand  Convention,  in 
one  of  her  columns,  Mary  Margaret 
Garrard  wrote  that  in  order  to  fully 
appreciate  a  Theta  Convention,  a  per¬ 
son  must  experience  one.  I  think  she’s 
right:  even  photos,  which  supposedly 
paint  a  thousand  words,  can’t  convey 
the  exhilaration,  exhaustion,  and  excite¬ 
ment  of  Grand  Convention  2002. 
Beginning  on  page  12,  though,  we  give 
it  a  try,  with  a  combination  of  narra¬ 
tives  and  photographs. 

In  this  issue,  we  also  recognize  the 
current  crop  of  Foundation  scholarship 
winners,  including  the  four  outstanding 
junior-class  members  who  earned 
Founders  Memorial  Scholarships.  And 
we  print  reports  on  the  activities  and 
accomplishments  of  1 6  of  our  college 
chapters,  submitted  by  their  editors. 
Autumn,  with  its  back-to-school  hustle 
and  bustle,  is  a  busy  season  in  the 
Greek  world,  and  it  seems  especially 
appropriate  to  focus  in  this  issue  on 
college  scholarship  and  activities. 

Some  of  you  may  have  noticed  the 
addition  of  a  quotation  to  the  In 
Memoriam  page.  Your  art  director  sug¬ 
gested  this,  and  your  editor  embraced 
the  opportunity  to  pore  over  books  and 
websites  of  quotations  in  search  of  suit¬ 
able  passages.  We  “introduced”  the 
quotation  in  the  Summer  2002  issue 
and  felt  quite  proud  of  our  creativity. 
Imagine  our  surprise  to  discover  that  in 
years  past,  a  line  of  verse  or  prose 
always  adorned  the  In  Memoriam  page 
in  The  Magazine!  But  we’ve  recovered 
from  the  blow  to  our  self-esteem  now 
and  are  pleased  to  revive  a  Theta  maga¬ 
zine  tradition.

In  this  new  millennium,  it  is  time  for  a 
fresh  look  at  who  we  are  and  who  we 
want  to  be.

Theta’s  New  Alcohol- 
Awareness  Program 

AlcoholEdu,  the  nation’s  first  online 
alcohol  prevention  program,  is  coming 
to  Kappa  Alpha  Theta  college  chapters 
this  fall.  This  interactive  program  is  a 
new  approach  to  health  education,  one 
that  combines  proven  teaching  and 
assessment  techniques  with  the  latest 
Internet  media  techniques.  As  the  cor¬ 
nerstone  of  a  comprehensive  alcohol 
prevention  program,  AlcoholEdu  rep¬ 
resents  an  effective  aid  in  preventing 
the  negative  consequences  of  high-risk 
drinking. 

Recent  research  by  the  Harvard 
School  of  Public  Health  has  shown 
that  binge  drinking  by  college-age 
women  increased  by  125  percent  since 
1993,  while  binge-drinking  rates 
among  men  remained  fairly  steady 
over  the  same  period.  Other  studies 
have  shown  that  young  men  and 
women  in  the  first  months  of  their  first 
year  of  college  are  at  higher  risk  of 
experiencing  problems  with  alcohol 
than  nearly  any  other  demographic 
group. 

In  “A  Call  to  Action:  Changing  the 
Culture  of  Drinking  at  US  Colleges,” 
the  National  Institute  on  Alcohol 
Abuse  and  Alcoholism  (NIAAA)  notes 
the  staggering  toll  alcohol  takes.  The 
survey  cites  1 ,400  alcohol-related 
deaths,  500,000  alcohol-related 
injuries,  70,000  alcohol-related  sexual 
assaults,  2. 1  million  incidences  of 
drunk  driving,  and  1 59,000  first-year 
student  dropouts  due  to  alcohol  and 
drugs  every  year. 

AlcoholEdu  teaches  the  latest  facts 
about  alcohol  use  and  abuse  from 
social  and  biomedical  research  in  an 
easy-to-understand  format  that 
engages  students.  The  course  content 
provides  students  with  practical  infor¬ 
mation  that  they  can  use  to  make  their 
own  well-informed  decisions  about 
alcohol  and  cope  with  the  drinking 
behavior  of  peers  and  friends. 

The  content  for  AlcoholEdu  was 
developed  by  Dr.  Scott  Swartzweider 
and  Dr.  Aaron  White  of  Duke 
University  Medical  Center,  in  consul¬ 
tation  with  leading  health  educators 
and  pharmacologists  in  the  field  of 
alcohol  abuse. 

This  fall.  Juniors,  sophomores,  and 
freshmen  at  all  Theta  college  chapters 


will  take  the  course.  The  program  will 
be  monitored  by  the  college  chapter’s 
vice-president  education,  and  each 
chapter  is  required  to  have  their  mem¬ 
bers  finish  the  course  within  three 
months  after  the  first  day  of  classes.  It 
takes  two  to  three  hours  for  each 
member  to  complete  the  course,  and 
the  students  may  log  in  and  out  at  any 
time.  Individual  results  remain  confi¬ 
dential,  but  chapter  data  will  be  avail¬ 
able  to  assist  with  developing  further 
chapter  educational  programming  and 
assistance. 

Chapters  completing  the  course 
within  two  months  will  be  “Super 
Stars,”  and  the  name  of  both  the  chap¬ 
ter  and  the  chapter’s  vice-president 
education  will  be  listed  in  a  future 
issue  of  The  Kappa  Alpha  Theta 
Magazine.

Annuity 

When  you  first  pledged  Kappa  Alpha 
Theta  and  when  you  first  heard  the  phrase 
“Theta  for  a  lifetime,”  you  probably  could 
not  even  imagine  planning  for  your  retire¬ 
ment. 

What  does  Theta  have  to  do  with  retire¬ 
ment  planning?  A  lot,  if  you  consider  the 
benefits  of  a  deferred  payment  gift  annuity 
with  the  Kappa  AJpha  Theta  Foundation. 

Here’s  how  it  works.  You  decide  how 
much  you  want  to  contribute.  You  can 
place  as  much  in  your  annuity  as  you 
want  (as  long  as  it’s  at  least  $5,000);  you 
can  write  a  check  or  transfer  stock.  The 
Foundation  agrees  to  pay  you  a  mutually 
agreed-upon  rate,  beginning  at  an  agreed- 
upon  date,  for  the  rest  of  your  life.

Another  benefit  to  a  charitable  gift 
annuity  is  that  you  may  be  eligible  for  an 
income-tax  deduction  on  a  portion  of  your 
contribution.  Of  course,  you  will  want  to 
check  with  your  tax  professional  regarding 
your  individual  circumstances. 

If  you’re  satisfied  with  your  retirement, 
but  you’re  worried  about  supplementing 
the  fixed  retirement  income  of  your  par¬ 
ents,  for  example,  you  can  also  establish  a 
gift  annuity  for  others. 

Either  way,  the  payments  will  be  fixed 


and  backed  1 00  percent  by  the 
Foundation’s  own  assets.  There  is  no  need 
to  worry  about  fluctuating  payments  or  a 
major  decline  in  the  stock  market.  You  can 
depend  on  your  payments  year  in,  year  out. 

Based  on  your  particular  circumstances, 
part  of  the  payments  you  receive  from 
your  annuity  will  be  tax-free.  If  you  have  a 
larger  estate,  your  gift  annuity  could  result 
in  a  substantial  savings  in  estate  taxes. 


One  final  benefit:  personal  satisfaction. 
When  you  plan  for  your  retirement  by  giv¬ 
ing  through  a  deferred  gift,  you  provide 
future  resources  to  support  future  Thetas 
and  their  educational  goals.  While  you’re 
enjoying  retirement,  you’ll  have  the  satis¬ 
faction  of  knowing  that  Theta  will  eventu¬ 
ally  benefit  from  your  wise  and  generous 
planning,  and  your  gift  will  also  have  lead¬ 
ership  value  as  your  name  is  added  to  the 
Betty  Baur  Lambert  Society.

Grand  Convention  2002 


Ithough 

JHB  tropical  rainstorms  were  more 
evident  than  blue  skies  and  daz¬ 
zling  sunshine  in  Orlando,  the  magic 
of  Theta  sisterhood  shone  brightly  at 
Grand  Convention  2002.  More  than 
500  Thetas  from  across  the  continent 
gathered  to  honor  our  accomplish¬ 
ments,  determine  our  future,  and  cele¬ 
brate  our  history. 

For  four  days  and  five  nights. 
Convention  participants  attended  busi¬ 
ness  sessions,  like-officer  discussions, 
and  educational  presentations.  They 
also  found  time  to  have  some  fun:  a 
scheduled  “free”  afternoon  and 
evening  provided  an  opportunity  to 
visit  some  of  Orlando’s  many  tourist 
attractions.  Following  are  some  high¬ 


lights  from  Kappa  Alpha  Theta’s 
65th  Grand  Convention. 

Legislative  Sessions 
Grand  Convention  is  the  general 
legislative  body  of  the  Fraternity. 

Convention  delegates,  comprising 
college  and  alumnae  chapter  presi¬ 
dents;  college  and  alumnae  district 
presidents;  members  of  Grand 
Council,  including  the  Foundation 
president;  and  the  National 
Panhellenic  Conference  delegate,  con¬ 
sidered  and  voted  on  more  than  25 
amendments  to  the  Kappa  Alpha  Theta 
Constitution  and  Bylaws. 

One  piece  of  legislation  will  be 
immediately  evident  to  readers  of  The 
Magazine:  members  of  Grand 
Council,  the  archivist,  the  parliamen¬ 
tarian,  and  the  historian  will  now  be 
noted  by  inserting  the  word 
“Fraternity”  in  front  of  the  individual 
officer’s  title.  This  will  eliminate  any 
potential  confusion  between  certain 
Fraternity  officer  titles  and  certain  col¬ 
lege  chapter  officer  titles. 

Much  of  the  legislation  considered 
by  the  Convention  body  concerned  a

restructuring  of  Theta’s  alumnae  pro¬ 
gram.  Passage  of  amendments  to  the 
Constitution  and  the  Bylaws  eliminat¬ 
ed  clubs  as  a  separate  alumnae  group 
category.  All  clubs  with  ten  or  more 
dues-paying  members  are  now  eligible 
to  become  alumnae  chapters;  once 
established,  the  groups  must  maintain 
a  membership  of  at  least  five  mem¬ 
bers.  Each  alumnae  chapter  will  col¬ 
lect  a  per-capita  $  1 5  fee  from  each 
dues-paying  member  and  forward 
these  monies  to  the  Fraternity.  The 
per-capita  dues  will  be  used  to  cover 
the  Convention  costs  of  alumnae  dele¬ 
gates,  the  cost  of  the  alumnae  pro¬ 
gram,  and  a  portion  of  the  Fraternity’s 
operational  expenses.  Alumnae  who 
are  not  members  of  an  alumnae  chap¬ 
ter  are  encouraged  to  voluntarily  send 
their  per-capita  dues  to  the  Fraternity. 
More  information  about  the  changes  in 
the  alumnae  program  will  be  printed 
in  future  issues  of  The  Magazine. 

Other  legislation  concerned  the  tim¬ 
ing  of  the  election  of  college  chapter 
officers,  affiliation  of  college  chapter 
members,  and  the  use  of  the  Fraternity 


name  and  insignia  for  commercial  and 
publicity  purposes.  An  electronic, 
searchable  version  of  the  2002 
Constitution  and  the  Bylaws  is  avail¬ 
able  in  the  Manuals  section  of  the 
Thetas  Online  area  at  www.kappaal- 
phatheta.org. 

The  KA0  Foundation 

The  Silent  Auction,  featuring 
unique  items  donated  by  alumnae  and 
college  chapters  and  by  individual 
Thetas,  was  a  popular  destination  for 
Convention-goers.  The  Auction  raised 
more  than  $12,000  for  the  Foundation. 

College  chapters,  alumnae  groups, 
and  individuals  also  generously  donat¬ 
ed  more  than  220  backpacks,  which 
were  presented  to  the  Osceola  County 
Chapter  of  CASA. 

The  Foundation  Celebration 
Luncheon  featured  keynote  speaker 
Juliet  Funt,  who  urged  Thetas  to  cele¬ 
brate  their  character  and  values  and  to 
make  these  the  basis  of  their  contribu¬ 
tions  to  the  world.  Also  at  the 
Luncheon,  Foundation  President  Anne 
Budill,  AX/Purdue  announced  the 
establishment  of  a  new  scholarship  to 
be  awarded  to  an  outstanding  alumna 
or  collegian  volunteer.
